full service television § station. It had been 
suggested that the station might be WWAC-TV in 
Atlantic City NJ, which went off the air several 
years ago after one year of operation. The 
station was later sold to the former owners of 
the STV ch. S7 in Philadeiphis. WWAC-TV was later 
granted a CP to reduce ERP from 2680 kw max to 
12.2 kw max, with its location along the shore 
making it a good candidate for coastal trops all 
the way up to Boston, as well as a weak signal 
here. 

One sore tidbit of information on a subject 
thet sey be confusing a few DXers in the 
Philadelphia-New Jersey region. | wasn't aware 
of thie until an article appeared in the 1/7 
Philadelphia {nquirer. "On Jan. 16, a brand-new 
TV station — WOCC-TV — plans to begin broad- 
casting all-sports programming on Channel 8. The 
station will be the first new commercial VHF 
station in the Philadelphia area since 1948, when 
Channel! 10 went on the air. Paul Engle, owner 
and general manager of WOCC, says the station 


will broadcast from New Jersey Network's 1,100- 
foot tower in Waterford Works, in lower Camden 
County. The signal is designed to reach only 


Caaden, Gloucester and Atlantic Counties. A test 


pattern that began airing on Christmas Eve, 
however, has been received clearly in parts of 
Philadelphia and as far away as _ Burlington,

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Wilmington, and northern Cape May County, Engle 
said.” “we hope to have the look of an ESPN,’ 
said Engle, ‘although the hard-core professional 
sports are not in the picture as of right now.’ 
Initially the station plans to broadcast daily 
from 4 p.m. to | a.m., expanding ‘very quickly’ to 
12 or 13 hours a day. By the end of summer, 
Engle said, the station should have an 18-hour] 
schedule.” “He runs a commercial production 
company in Hammonton, Atlantic County, and will 
continue doing that. His production company 
provided a base for the station, he said, and its 
studios will be located in Hammonton at least for 
the time being. Though its signal is not wide- 
ranging, Engle said that, in accordance with [FCC] 
regulations, WOCC has installed electronic 
equipment that will guarantee that it does not 
interfere with stations that also broadcast on 
Channel 8 from Lancaster and from Hartford,| 
Conn. WOCC went on the air at 8 p.m. Christmas 
Eve with a picture that said, ‘Merry Christmas, 
South Jersey.’ On Dec. 29, that was changed to 
‘Happy New Year.’ On Jan. 1, a crawling message 
began to run across the bottom of the screen, 
asking people qualified in either sales or TV 
production to send in resumes.”

BOB HORVITZ (Falis Church VA) sent two 
articles from Compuserve's Broadcast Profes- 
sionals Forum. The first one involves PBS 
affiliate KVIE, ch. 6 in Sacramento CA: “On Friday 
morning, Noveaber 11, Channel 6 turned on the 
transmitter for the usual 6:15 AM sign-on. The 
operator expected to see color bars but instead 
saw 2a modulated stair- step signal from an 
unknown source.

The 0.0.0. contingent 
consisted of two armed sergeants and a few 
civilians. One of the trucks had a trailer which 
was supporting a tripod mast with a microwave 
dish pointed in the general direction of Mount 
Diablo. The same trailer also supported a 
Pneumatic telescoping mast with a UHF yagi 
antenna backed up by a solid corner reflector 
pointed in the direction of Sacramento. The 
D.0.D. people said they were transmitting on 
‘Channel 9.’ KVIE operates on its STL, on the 
broadcast auxiliary 2 GHz band, channel | 


Not sure of the transmitter 
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(Channel 9 of this is used for ENG purposes by 
KOVR). The armed guards would not let the KVIE 
engineer near the D.0.D. vehicles. 

“The interference lasted about an hour and 
went away about 10 = ainutes following the 
encounter with the 0.0.0. trucks.

The 
network says all of its programming is now 
distributed in ‘stereo’ although it admits that 


most of it is in synthesized stereo separation 
with only a few specials produced in true stereo. 
The network plans to begin producing stereo 
programming in the fall of 1989. 

“NBC TV is still the leader in stereo with all of 
its prime time schedule except for ‘Night Court’ 
being produced in true stereo. The network's 
daytime serials, game shows and news prograas 
are not in stereo and there are no plans at this 
time to expand thea. NBC says 146 of its 
affiliates are transmitting stereo. 

“ABC TV reports that 59 of its affiliates now 
broadcast stereo audio. Last June the network 
made a request of its program producers to 
begin submitting stereo programe for distribution; 
however the network says about 40% of its 
program schedule is in stereo. 

“PBS says that 81 of its 332 affiliates are 
broadcasting in stereo with 215 expecting to 
convert within five years. PBS distributes about 
72 hours of stereo programming per month.” Did 
you hear thet?

RANDY MILTIER (San Jose CA) sent an article 
from the 12/8/88 San Jose Mercury News: “And if 
you are a Santa Cruz or Monterey member of 
KTEH (Ch. 54), you probably got a letter recently 


from the station talking about the door-to-door 
fund-raising efforts of a group called the 
California Community Television Network. CCTN has 
FCC approval to take over Channel 25, the 
longtime translator station for KTEH, which allows 
a lot of you in Santa Cruz, Monterey, Salinas and 
surrounding areas to pick up the San Jose PBS 
station over the air. So far, however, CCTN has 
been unable to get the station going, which would 
suit KTEH just fine, since it didn't want to give 
up the translator in the first place. Channel 54 
estimates that about 20 percent of its 30,000 
meabers live in Santa Cruz and Monterey counties 
and that without the translator to boost its 
signal, a lot of them will be without PBS. 
Officials at CCTN could not be reached for 
comment about their efforts to broadcast on 
Channel 25, a move that was approved by the FCC 
more than four years ago.” 

Randy adds, “The only other news is that KFTL- 
64 is on a regular schedule now. I'm not sure 
of their hours as they are not listed in TV 
Guide or the newspaper. Their programming is 
hodge-podge with religion being the main theme. 
KSMS -67, Salinas, is now seen in San Jose. 
Apparently they've increased their power as 
planned. Also, KICU-36 increased their antenna 
height and power (! think). They now interfere 
with KCBA-35 here. 

The only Canadian letter this month is from 
DAVE SINCLAIR (Vancouver 8B.C.>), who sent in an 
article from the 12/6/88 Globe & Mait about 
Rogers Cable. Rogers Communications Inc. is 
about to seil its U.S. cable television systems, 
located in such areas as Orange County CA, San 
Antonio, Portland, Minneapolis and Laredo TX, to 
Houston Industries Inc. for $%1.26-billion (U.S.) 
dollars. These facilities originally belonged to 
Scott Cable Communications Inc. of Irving, Tex., 
which had given the City of San Antonio first 
rights to purchase the facilities in that city if 
it were to be for sale. What Rogers took over 
the Scott properties, that right still existed. 
Now that Rogers wants to sell, the City of San 
Antonio would still have that right, but Rogers is 
paying the city ¢25-million to turn down its right, 
allowing that facility to be included in the sale 
to Houston Industries Inc. Dave points out one 
thing in the article which describes a difference 
between Canada and the United States: in Canada, 
the CRTC controls the sale of cable companaies.

There is really not a great deal happening of late. NBC has fully 
encoded its C Band feed on Satcom I - XPDR 8, but any and all NBC 
feeds are still very much in the clear on RCA/GE - K-2 at 81W. 

At this writing - KTLA, WPIX and KTVT are simulcasting on Satcom IV 
and Spacenet III - I am sure that when you read this they will all 
be exclusively on Spacenet III as reported in last months column. 


There are still changes occuring on the Canadian ANIK C-3 at 117.5W 
in the K Band. It would be nice if someone could obtain a complete 
menu of what they are now offering in addition to past channels. 
Vision - the Canadian religious channel is operating on ANIK D2 at 
110.5W in the C-Band. 

According to a recent issue of Broadcasting - 175 to 212 commercial 
satellite launches will occur between now and the year 2000. 

The USIA's Worldnet will be relaying C-Span in the near future. 


CNBC - Consumer News and Business Channel will premier in Mid-April. 
Owned by NBC - its satellite and transponder assignment are unknown 
at this writing, but I would bet a Satcom or K bird.

The December column was either delayed in the mails or was eaten by 
Santa. It was nonetheless a fairly slow month. There are a number of 
tid bits this month however. First: 

Gorizont 17 (which is a new replacement) if this is so - and I 
wouldn't doubt it for a minute with the signal I am getting here - it 
is putting in a fairly good signal here with Program II in SECAM 
Color. Also a sub-carrier radio service (the one with the Midnight In 
Moscow ID signal). The sound sub-carriers are not particularly 
strong, but (with distortion) listenable. This is on XPDR 8 H (on my 
DX receiver). The signal does vary considerably as Gorizonts have a 
noticeable wobble. This is at 11 West. 


Gorizont 15 at 14 West also has some improvement in signal noted 
lately.

Intelsat VA Fll at 27.5 West - An additional Brightstar from London is 
on XPDR 22. TVE Canal America is still on XPDR 1 with both PAL and 
NTSC from Madrid. Programming is from both TVE 1 and TVE 2. 


CNN is being carried on PanAmSat Fl XPDR 1V in the clear if you can 
get this. Signal from this bird here is almost non-existant and is 
heavily footprinted to areas of Latin America on C-Band. People with 
a 12' or larger dish in the south should try for this one. 


Generally news feeds are carried on XPDR 23 and/or 24 on Intelsats V 
F6 - 18.5 W, 24.5 W - VA F10, and V F4 at 35.5 W. Intelsat V F3 at 
53 W remains empty of West beam C-Band feeds except for the ITN/BBC 
feeds (for news) on XPDR 14 always in PAL Color. Sometimes they 
forget to cut to test pattern and continue with BBC-2 programming. 
Interesting.

“| just got the new FMedia! in the mail the 
other day, and really had my attention grabbed 
with your comments on the Family Stations 
Petition to Deny. | wholeheartedly support 
your petition. ..1 have called and talked to 
Ron Marland in CA asking for a copy of their 
application (for “Long Island’ [Kodiak] AK), 
which he said he would mail along to me.

FCC Backs Down on Satellite-Programmed 
Translators — Less Abuse Possible? 


In what could make this section of ‘*FCC- 
FM” obsolete, the FCC has reacted to petitions 
by NFCB, NAB, NPR and others and informally 
proposed to modify the rules to allow translators 
which get their programming by ways other 
than direct off-air pickup to demonstrate con- 
clusively that: 

1) The transmitter of the proposed translator 
is located within 160 km of the full service 
station to rebroadcast; or 

2) If the transmitter is over 160 km away, 
the noncommercial educational FM translator 
will not utilize the last available educational FM 
frequency in the area if the application is 
granted, with site selection criteria and 1 mv/m 
coverage area specified in Sec. 73.509(b) of the 
Commission’s rules. 

It has been weeks now since ‘‘abuse” 
applications have been filed, with all of the 
above occurring in November or early December. 
No FCC “cut-off” list has appeared mentioning 
satellite-delivered translators, since that which | 
protested, the Dec. 2 list. It looks for now that 
Family Stations, Inc. has been stopped cold in 
its tracks, but in analyzing various applications, 
most seem to be filed for channels alternate to 
local stations, thereby not precluding full-service 
station usurpation—a well-planned stratagem. 

The December issue of ‘‘NFCB News,” 
publication of the National Federation of 
Community Broadcasters, included an article 
by me on FM translator abuse, and mentions 
my Petition to Deny “against 11 translator 
applications of Family Stations. | have included 
excerpts from that petition. You may want to 
borrow some of the arguments if you find 
yourself filing a petition.” Rich McClear, KCAW 
*104.7 Sitka AK, who edited that issue, is 
himself a translator operator, several of which 
get their signals via satellite, instead of directly 
over the air, but all are in the same 160-km area 
of the primary. He would tighten the present 
FCC rule to forbid satellite-delivered translators 
in cities having two educational channels open, 
not just one.

FCC Approves FM Directionals, Short 
Spacing, NAB irked 


Sure to give certain FM stations more 
flexibility in upgrading, the FCC has bent its 
rules to allow reduced spacings to other stations 
on the same or nearby channels. Stations are 
often faced with four obstacles in finding a site: 
zoning restrictions, air safety regulations, FCC 
principal city coverage (70 dBu), and distance 
separation rules. No official text has come out, 
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Quello Opposes FM Directionals 


and | have been working with a broadcaster on 
a complex series of upgrades. We have had to 
assume use of the old rules until word is out 
exactly how much fudging and under what 
circumstances it will be allowed. Stations opting 
for reduced spacing would have to agree to 
receive interference in the new zone, but 
nothing is said about interference the station 
would cause existing stations. 

Opposition to the change came from within 
the FCC, principally James Quello, the commis- 
sioner known to be most opposed to FM 
translators/low power FM. Quello would have 
preferred a go-slow approach, allowing only 
Stations facing loss of a site due to zoning 
changes, loss of land or other circumstances 
‘beyond the broadcaster's control.’ For now, 
the FCC's only considering short spacings of 8 
km (5 miles) or less. 

The National Association of Broadcasters 
feels the move will reduce service to the public. 
NAB chieftain Eddie Fritts: “Authorization of 
directional antennas will lead to a ‘contour’ 
system of allocating FM stations. As with the 
difficult situation faced by AM broadcasting, a 
change to a contour protection system will 
increase interference among FM stations,” and 
he charges FM directional antenna design doesn’t 
provide for much protection against interference. 
What Fritts doesn’t say is that directional 
antennae are already in use at many FM 
stations, especially those along the coasts, and 
in the educational band (88-92 mz). The 
educational band is aliocated strictly by a 
contour system, not a kilometerage/mileage 
system like in the commercial band (92-108 
mz). Readers might want to consider whether 
they ‘ve experienced more interference tuning in 
Stations on the educational part of the band 
than on the commercial part of the band. 

FM Atlas Publishing has just produced a 
new chart showing FM station classes with 
minimum distance separations in km and miles. 
It recognizes the proposed Class C3 and the 6 
kw proposal for Class A stations. I’ve found this 
material very helpful as | set about trying to 
reallocate part of the spectrum in a major 
market. DXers can get that for $3.00, which 
also includes the metric coverage curves for FM 
(along with the old nonmetric curves and 
instructions for do-it-yourself FM station cover- 
age computing).

Changes in City of License May Become 
Easier for FM (and TV) 


Hassle-free changes in cities of license are 
next on the FCC's year-end wish list to FM and 
TV broadcasters. Locked in as they are to a 
Table of Allocations, FM and TV stations have 
their city of license specified for them. To 
change is the ultimate heresy, inviting thousands 
of potential competitors to the frequency in a 
comparative hearing. 

Under the FCC proposal, a station could 
change its city of license if either it went fora 
new transmiter site, new class of channel, or 
both. Stations could not go “portable,” and 
serve a new geographic region, but would only 
apply to a new city in the same area, “mutually 
exclusive with the existing allotment.”’ Proposal 
could provide greater discretion in choosing and 
modifying technical facilities, A station could 
go to a higher class channel, increasing coverage 
over a wider area, even if it meant not serving 
its original city of license with a city-grade 
signal. Specifically, the FCC was approached by 
WCVZ *92.7A Zanesville OH to upgrade to a 
B1, but at a new site, which would not provide 
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a city-grade signal to all of Zanesville. Rather 
than kissing the upgrade good-bye, WCVZ 
proposed being allowed to specify a new city of 
license: South Zanesville OH. Losing out in the 
process could be many smaller and suburban 
towns, with broadcasters possibly looking for 
upgrade opportunities and the chance to be 
licensed to the area’s principal city. Commission’s 
still studying the matter, and soliciting com- 
ments by Jan. 9, and replies by the 24th.

Broadcast station totals announced by the 
FCC as of Nov. 30: AM radio 4929, FM radio 
(92-108 mz) 4121; FM (88-92) 1369, for an 
FM total of 5490. Add to this 1650 FM 
translators, or more FM translators than there 
are noncommercial, educational FM stations. 

A listing of Grecian FM stations came this 
way. Five stations out of 24 are in Athens, 
while Thessaloniki has eight (with four more in 
the planning stages). Many are listed as stereo, 
and frequencies range from 89.4 through 105.0 
mz. ‘‘In Thessaloniki, where the city’s mayor's 
office runs the municipal stations FM 100 and 
FM 101 (both stereo), a recent survey of radio 
listeners revealed that 57% listens to FM 100 
and FM 101, with the remainder split between 
the government-run ER1, ER2, ER3 and ER4, 
and private broadcasters.”’ 

A Canadian reader sent a letter from Martin 
Rosenthal to listeners of CFMX and CFMX-1, 
commercial classical stations in south Ontario. 
It noted, quite candidly, that ‘‘some people in 
some areas of Toronto aren’t receiving as good 
a signa! as we'd like and we're working on 
improving that situation [at CFMX-1 96.3]. In 
the meantime, if you know of someone who 
needs a free antenna to assist in reception, let 
me know and we'll be happy to send them 
one,’ which is quite an unusual offer. Since 
CFMX-1 joined the CFMX 103.1 team, BBM 
figures show a doubling of audience. “This is 
very encouraging since our official sign-on took 
place in the middle of the fall reporting 
period.” Our correspondent writes that “even 
though it is commerical, they never short-change 
or interrupt any musical selection. It compares 
well with CBL-FM, CJRT and WNED programs. 
Note how it is logically becoming a Toronto 
station, although still giving good acknowledge- 
ment of their listeners from Belleville to Burling- 
ton, in their wide range of service announce- 
ments, etc., from the many individual communi- 
ties which they are serving in their transmitters’ 
coverage.” 

A photo was sent of the new tower being 
built for K220CN *91.9 Kirksville MO, a 
WGCA 88.5 Quincy IL translator. It will have 
h&v polarizations when everything is up and 
reaay; for now, it is horizontal only. MN Public 
Radio's mono news and information station in 
Rochester MN, KZSE, will be ready to go 
sometime this winter at *90.7, according to its 
program guide. 

The FCC has received formal application to 
transfer the license of WSVH *91.1 Savannah 
GA to Peach State Public Radio. When this 
network took over WACG *90.7 Augusta, 
many listeners were very upset—complaints 
about “more talk and less music” and “NPR’s 
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leftist slant” filled the air, ‘“‘but this has died down toa 
degree. Southerners are usually out of luck when it 
comes to classical music on non-NPR noncommercial 
stations. Most of these are religious statidns (the 
student-run stations range from good to awful, and the 
religious stations are spreading faster than the notorious 
kudzu vine). My own personal suggestion is for public 
radio general managers to listen to APR’s offerings, if 
only as a threat to NPR (and raise hard questions about 
NPR’s news coverage at every possible opportunity). 
The listeners also have a responsibility to make their 
support talk at fund drive time.” 

A “Billboard”’ article was sent concerning the disap- 
pearance of beautiful music stations in such markets as 
Dallas and Minneapolis, while rim-shotter KAPT 94.7 
Luling is trying to reach the Austin market with that 
format. KalaMusic and Bonneville are leading syndicators 
of the format, while Park Broadcasting, with WPAT-FM 
Paterson NJ, is a broadcaster said to be committed to 
the format. Bill Fowler of Park is in favor of keeping his 
stations traditional to separate them from soft ACs. 

FM translator guru Howard Enstrom, in his newsletter, 
predicts no soon end to the commercial FM translator 
freeze. ‘About 20 NCE applications are granted per 
month. Properly prepared ones are granted in 90 days, 
or less. Satellite-fed proposals are on hold as Commission 
weighs networking potential and restrictions.” 

Battle for NY City’s 104.3 frequency may finally be 
over, with the New York State Court of Appeals siding 
with a lower court ruling that GAF Broadcasting could 
keep WNCN. That decision awarded $2.6 million to a 
listeners’ group, Concert Radio, Inc., which had an 
option to buy the station. The listeners’ group was 
concerned that WNCN had given up vocal music, 
modern music and long selections in favor of a youthful, 
breezy style of concert music broadcasting. Earlier this 
year rival WQXR-AM-FM started their first-ever (in 
recent years) separate programming, shunting Karl Haas 
and Robert Sherman’s ‘“‘The Listening Room” to AM, 
while the FM was encouraged to play more “‘favorites of 
the repertory.” 

Despite it costing twice as much for a new national 
network on FM, compared to AM, the British are going 
ahead and replacing their two medium wave channels. 
Cost of building the FM network would be £17 million 
for 99 percent coverage of the country, or £12 million 
for 70 to 80 percent, even using existing BBC transmitting 
sites. And the IBA, at a programmers’ conference, 
stations “heard evidence that listeners have been switching 
in greater numbers than had been thought from medium 
wave to FM.” An ad appearing in last month’s FMedia! 
is “‘typical of current emphasis on FM frequency rather 
than AM” in England. : 

“One of the many impressive things about FM Atlas 
this time was the fact that you provided a forum for 
others even if they did not entirely agree with you. 
Keep up the good work! Up with radio, be it AM, or FM 
or even shortwave, which is fun, too.” 

One reader sent an AP story on the plight of AM 
radio. It mentioned stations like KPAL in Little Rock 
programming for children 5-12. An attorney in the East 
recently called to ask me what I think of his idea of 
running a children’s format on SCA. He’d rent the 
radios at first, hoping eventually revenue would come 
from the national advertisers and agencies so that the 
SCA service could be profitable. I was cool to the idea, 
because I know how hard it is to get business from 
national advertisers. Virtually all radio advertising is 
local, even in the major markets. 

“Thanks for adding a few unknown notes and listings 
to the Pacific Northwest FM station histories a few 
months back; this is information I was not aware of.”’ 

WLJK *89.1 Aiken SC, serving Augusta GA, hopes to 
be on April 1, offering SC Educational Radio program- 
ming. Its 67 kHz SCA talking book for the blind will be 
on 17 hours a day. SCETV will lease a tower from 
WJBF-TV Augusta (near Beach Island SC) for $15,000 a 
year, whereas a new tower would have cost $1.5 million 
to construct.

Children’s Radio Viable on SCA? 
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Falls [A 50613. 

‘“‘Audio Reader” is on the SCA of KANU *91.5 
Lawrence KS, KHCC *90.1 Hutchinson and KANZ- 
KZNA Garden City-Hill City KS. It is an ‘‘expensive 
proposition due to the necessity of giving receivers to 
disadvantaged listeners. Central and western Kansas have 
economic woes due to the low farm and oil prices. 
Public stations find it difficult to spend a lot of money 
on a service that does not generate a financially-support- 
ing audience. They cover an enormous sparsely-populated 
region and are not associated with a college. KANU 
furnishes Audio Reader 24 hours a day. KHCC is on the 
air 18-19 hours a day, but does not have Audio Reader 
mornings or holidays. KANZ/KZNA is on the air 18-19 
hours a day and have Audio Reader whenever they are 
not beset by linkage problems. KMUW *89.1 Wichita 
has an entirely different reading service, at least some of 
which is generated locally. Late at night and early in the 
morning their 67 kHz has the same program as the main 
carrier.”” KWKR 99.9 Leoti KS uses wind generators to 
power the station, having useu a tax advantage not now 
permitted. When turning fully in a 26-mph wind they 
produce about 50 kw at 220 volts. Excess electricity is 
pumped back into the power grid, and the station is 
paid a wholesale rate of 2¢ a kw hour. KWKL 106.5 
Arkansas City now claims the tallest FM tower in KS at 
382 meters. 

A CO broadcaster believes the problem of translator 
abuse is being “‘overblown. There is little chance that a 
translator would have much impact on any local stations 
in larger markets if the local broadcasters are doing their 
job programming to their own market... These state- 
ments may not be too popular with some of my fellow 
broadcasters, but I believe translators play an important 
role in program diversity—that is, more choices for the 
consumer. If a translator comes into a market and offers 
a format that isn’t being offered locally, it deserves to 
stay. If it offers a format that is similar to the 
programming fare of a local station, it should have no 
serious impact on the local broadcaster IF the local 
broadcaster is doing his or her job. With all the 0-90 
drop-ins throughout the country, there isn’t room for a 
lot of translators in larger markets, and many that do 
exist will likely be forced off the air by new full power 
allocations, which will likely have more of an economic 
impact on the local broadcasters than a translator ever 
would. 

“Personally, I’m all for the government to bring back 
the rule which would prohibit selling a station for a 
profit within a three-year period. This would help weed 
out some of the ‘get rich quick’ speculators who buy 
and sell radio stations like real estate, and bring real 
broadcasters back into the business.” 

The Canadian magazine, Broadcaster, explored what 
will happen to AM when the band is expanded July 1, 
1990, to include tuning up to 1700 kHz. There are still 
plenty of AM frequencies in Canada on the existing 
band, so no rush is envisioned for the new spectrum 
space. “It’s not as if it was an FM frequency. Then 
you’d see a mad rush.”’ CHNR Simcoe ON is pointed to 
as a station opting for a higher frequency, moving from 
1560 to 1600 where interference was less at 10 kw. But 
even getting people to tune in 1600 is hard, ‘“‘because 
most people don’t bother going down that far. And you 
have to promote it more than if you’re in the middle of 
the dial at 800 or 890. .. Added to this headache is the 
ascendency of FM over AM: AM is tough anyway, with 
FM right now.” Success would be even more difficult 
for stations in the spectrum above 1600. 

Star-Net, based in Burleson TX, is hoping to broadcast 
direct to Class A FM stations, and possibly translators, if 
the FCC ever allows low power FM or educational 
translators not owned by the primary. ‘“‘We are on 
satellite now with full programming from Satcom F1, 
channel 17, with sideband carriers of 5.40 and 5.58. 
These are narrowband, and have to be demodulated, but 
they give a good, clean signal... In our embryonic 
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stage, even though we have full programming going, we 
do not have a good promotional package to show 
exactly what we are doing.” Its programming looks to 
be an alternative to the traditional fundamentalist 
religious stations, stressing inspirational music, news, 
and health features. Contact them at 777 S. Burleson 
Blvd., ZIP 76028; (817) 295-0476. Their first owned 
stations are expected to be in Albuquerque NM or 
Harlingen TX. ‘“‘Either of these could become a base 
station, because they would be playing our program 
without any local input.’”’ They are committed to 
religious liberty, and separation of church and state. As 
the magazine Liberty, says, “‘Attempts to unite church 
and state are opposed to the interests of each, subversive 
of human rights and potentially persecuting in character; 
to oppose union, lawfully and honorably, is not only 
the citizen’s duty but the essence of the Golden 
Rule—to treat others as one wishes to be treated.” 


Just in, more news about CFMX 103.1 Cobourg ON 
and CFMX-1 96.3 in the Toronto area. BBM ratings give 
it a ten-fold increase in audience since going into 
Toronto last October. With the service expanded, 
126,000 people tuned in, compared to 14,700 two 
weeks earlier. The station’s share was 2 percent. ‘‘We are 
hoping to get to 200,000 listeners by this spring.” Its 
programming is mainly ‘‘middle of the road classical 
music, with little vocal or avant-garde music.” 


FMeEmoRIES 
FM As it Was—Or MicuHt Have BEEN 


Carol and | were guests last summer of Mary Bridges Smith 
and Henry Smith. They shared much material, including a history 
by one of WEBC Duluth’s engineers, Thorwald Jorgenson. A 
chapter discusses how the late Walter C. Bridges, long-time WEBC 
manager, visited Edwin H. Armstrong in New York and Alpine 
NJ. “On one of these trips he came back with many ideas and 
Charlie [Persons, now owner of KVBR AM Brainerd MN] 
immediately got busy and built a 50-watt FM transmitter and 
connected it to a simple dipole antenna and started making tests. 
All the radio men in the Duliuth-Superior area knew of it as 
Charlie had told someone he was not to be disturbed for three 
days, and after three days he came up with the transmitter. [We] 
got to know the fundamentals of FM before the war. . . The use 
of the FM station in program relaying was of value in the 
operation of the Arrowhead Network.” [Relaying of a five-minute 
daily weather roundup at 7:55 a.m. took place between 
WEBC-FM 92.3, WJMC-FM 96.3 Rice Lake WI and WEAU-FM 
(now WIAL) 94.7 Eau Claire WI.]} 

“FM was definitely Mr. Bridges’ greatest interest and [he] was 
quite disappointed that others did not appreciate its fine quality 
transmission of fine music. Although he ran a successful business, 
he was also interested in cultural radio and felt that FM was the 
way to bring high-quality programs to the most people . . .Miss 
Mary Bridges worked with her dad in music selection and 
programs for WEAU and WJMC-FM stations. Recorded music was 
most difficult as the new LP low noise records were just 

« appearing on the market and the older recards were too noisy for 
. FM. It was hard to have a complete FM quality program." 

“It was not my dad’s decision to close WEBC-FM," Mrs. Smith 
told me. The station, whose history was written about by John 
Ebeling and me in Radio World in 1982, closed May 13, 1950, at 
behest of owner Morgan Murphy, publisher of the Superior 

* Evening Telegram. Our visit took place at the lake cabin in 
Gordon WI where Bridges would take radio executives to listen to 
FM reception during thunderstorms—reception of pioneer WEBC- 
FM Duluth. The self-supporting tower used for FM and later TV 
receiving antennae still stands, towering over the pine and 
hardwood trees of the area. 

Regarding Armstrong’s patent fights (see above, ‘AM Happen- 
ings’’), that same contributor sent a copy of a court decision, 
Armstrong vs. Motorola. The case was brought to trial by 
Armstrong's widow, Marion, and it upheld a lower court decision 
finding that Motorla had infringed not only for wide-band FM 
but in the so-called narrow band mode as well. ‘As to the 
Motorola 25-50 Mc and 152-162 Mc FM communication equip- 
ment, the District Court noted that their effective bandwidth was 
at least 30 kilocycles. Since they too were found to be an 
application of Armstrong’s wideband FM system, the District 
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Court properly concluded that they infringed patent ‘069 — 
covering the wideband FM system. As to both the ‘069 and ‘066 | 
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patents, it is significant that the Westinghouse Electric Company 
paid royalties to Armstrong from 1946 to 1950 with respect to 
Motorola two-way FM mobile communication equipment pur- 
chased from Motorola and sold by Western Electric. Being a 
two-way system, this equipment clearly infringed the system 
claims of the two patents... We have examined the other 
contentions raised by Motorola and find them without merit. 
Therefore, the judgment of the District Court is affirmed.” A 
similar suit against RCA was settled in favor of the Armstrong 
estate. 

KALW “91.7 San Francisco is such a pioneer station that | 
have a photocopy of a letter dated Dec. 30, 1947 on the 
letterhead of W2XMN Alpine NJ, written by Perry N. Osborn, 
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chief engineer: ‘Your transmissions are frequently heard here at 
Alpine, New Jersey. It would be greatly appreciated if you could 
send me a copy of your operating schedule.” It's possible KALW 
was still on the old band then (in addition to 91.7), as were a 
number of other stations up to mid-1948. Such long-distance 
propagation would be more possible in the 42-50 mz band than it 
would at 91.7. 

KALW claims to be the oldest noncommercial FM station in 
the United States and the first on the air in San Francisco, 
founded 1941. “Early in its history KALW was hampered by a 
poor transmitter-antenna location. However, in 1975, a new 
transmitter and antenna system was installed at Christmas Tree 
Point, Twin Peaks,” which is close to the center of San Francisco. 
The station's origins go back to a demonstration FM transmitter 
which was displayed at the 1939 San Francisco International 
Exposition at Treasure Island. KALW is happy that KKIS-FM 
92.1, encroaching on its coverage to the east, has been permanently 


put to rest, and that KALW has received a cash settlement for lost 


listener revenue and legal expenses. 

Station manager there since Nov. ’85 is Daniel del Solar, who 
presides, along with chief engineer Dave Evans, over a CPB-qualified 
station, where the people wear many hats. Del Solar would like to 
see KALW raise $25,000 and broadcast around the clock, rather 
than signing off from 12:30 a. m. to 5 a. m. It is owned by the 
San Francisco Unified School District, and largely supported by 
listener contributions and grants. FMedia! salutes this pioneer FM 
station in the Bay area.

I have a question regarding TV signals that are pests...each time you DX. There 
seem to be one or two stations that are always in when the skip is right....why? The pest 
out here on channel 2 is KMID in Midland and on channel 3 is KENW in Portales. I noticed 
the same thing, with different signals, years ago when I lived in the New York City area. 
There are occasions out here when you get a different channel 2 or 3...but 98% of the time 
it’s KMID and KENW...why? If a member can help out or steer me in the right direction 
for reading material on the subject of E skip, etc., I would appreciate it. I have been 
told that the E skip conditions tend to form over the same spot all the time in the 
southern part of the US. If that’s the case and my pests are KMID and KENW, other 
members on the west coast - say 250-500-1000 miles from San Francisco - what are your 
pest signals on channels 2 and 3? Thanks a lot for the heip...both myself and member 
Randy Miltier in San Jose are wondering about this. I’li look for responses in the VUD or 
if you want, drop me a post card. Again, thank you. 


(I doubt if any member can give you a definitive answer as to why you see the same 
area so often - there is just too littie known about E skip. We call it sporadic! We have, 
however, all observed that some stations are seen more often than others. KMID and KENW 
are common reception here also - although the proportion of loggings consisting of those 
stations varies from season to season. In addition to being in a direction which is common 
to E skip here, they are also at a distance which is common to E skip. You must be 
exaggerating when you say you receive those two 98% of the time. If that is true, I can 
see where it would take some of the thrill out of E skip DX’ing! How about sending in

My August 26, channel 57 logging should have been indicated as a new station. A 
very dismal December E skip season so far in these parts. 

For whatever reason, KO2MX suddenly went off at 1259 on December 27 (having been 
there non-stop with its 400 Hz tone and color bars since September 14, 1987). 

Channel 5 has gone to running all-night movies the two mornings that it used to go 
off (Saturday and Sunday) - so that kills any meteor skip on that one now. Channel 35 is 
on all night Tuesday-Saturday mornings. 

K20BW was just a 1 kHz tone, color bars with a small ID and seems to have gone away 
by January 3!

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ANARC in 1989 


4988 was one of the most active years for ANARC. In 1988, the newsletter was 
revived and improved. A computer 385 was set up to keep users informed of the latest 
DX news and club activities. ANARC participated in a Labor Day Weekend Sul /Ham/ 
Computer enthusiasts festival in Virginia. And ANARC fought for the interests of 
DX'ers in two proceedings befoére the FCC. 

4989 will be another active year for ANARC. Robert Horvitz, the Executive 
Secretary of ANARC has outlined several things he plans to do. The fight for 
OX*er rights will continue at full force in 1999. The two proceedings before the 
FCC are still in the rule-making process, and have not heen finalized. S8oh is fol- 
lowing developments of the ELPA (Electronic Communications Privacy Act). Several 
states have proposals before their state legisdatures that are based on the ECPA. 
Publicising ANARC and the OX hobby is an important concern and Bob plans to work 
with receiver manufacturers and retailers on this project. Several retailers have 
agreed to send copies of the ANARC Club list with each receiver sold. Sob is also 
planning to work with the clubs to improve membership through increased publicity 
and improvements of club bulletins and club services. 

4989 will also have the most interesting ANARC Convention. It will take place 
in July in St. Petersburg Seach, Florida. Convention host, Jeff White is planning 
a "HOT" convention by consentrating on a theme, Media in the Caribbean region. Jeff 
has many contacts in the region through various international radio ventures he has 
been involved in, so the seminar speakers should be first rate. The ANARC banquet 
will feature Caribbean and American foods and a steel drum band. There will be more 
details in the next ANARC Update. 


The Executive Board for ANARC for 1989 will consist of Kirk Baxter of ACE, 


Terry Colgan of NASUA, Tom Gavaras of MOXC, Don Moman of CIDX, John Trautschold of 
SPEEDX, and Sob walker of MARE.

More on Long Island's "KPR's"= Each time I turn on the radio, there seems to 
be more local pirates on the air. None have ever been reported in the VUD. 50, 
here is the latest list compiled from on air listening: 

"Power 92" 91.3= location unknown. Heard Christmas Eve with Top 40 music. 
They had a tape of various station DJ's wishing Happy Holidays. Also had a "Power 
92" jingle. Fair signal. No other information was given. 

"WMCR" 91.7=- East Massapequa. The station calis itself Massapequa Community 
radio. It plays mostly hard rock. It claims to have a fairly set broadcast sched- 
ule, but I haven't noticed this. The signal is fair if wiYE 91.5 can be tuned out. 

"§LFR" 91.9 Valley Stream. The station plays hard rock. It has a fairly reg- 
ular broadcasting schedulee usually Wednesday & Saturday nights between 6 and 8:30 
pm. The signal quality is good. It has announced the power to be 300 watts, being 
recently increased. It claims to be on the air for about 2 years. 

"WANVS" 94.9 North Valley Stream. This station has an oldies format with a nice 
mix of music. It has a poor signal quality here. It has only been heard here in 
Hicksville a souple of times, although they claim to have a set broadcast schedule 
of Monday nights 6-8:30 and saturday mornings. 

"WFPR" 91.9 Floral Park. The station plays hard rock. The signal quality is 
fair here in Hicksville. It has a fairly regular broadcast schedule and 
has been heard simulcasting with “WNHP" at times. 
end Thursday nights 6-8:30. 


"WROK" 91.9 Plainview. This station plays hard rock music. It usually broad= 
casts for less then an hour with no set schedule, although it is on the air often 
usually several nights a week.

When ever a rating serv 
did a survey, more people knew "Power 95" as WPLJ than as WWPR, so the station re- 
Teverted back to WPLJ. This did not help the stations ratings. The Format remains 
the same as they chase WHTZ ("2-100") and WOQHT ("HOT 97%), 


WFAS-FM 103.9 claims to be New York's only all CD radio station. It is hard 
to tell if the sound quality is any better playing only CD's as opposed to playing 
a combination of CD's Japes, and records. 


Where is "WEE-BEE 108" (WEBE 107.9 Westport CT)? Are they off the air? Have 
they gone out of business? In the past, I've noticed that their signal has been 
weak as compared to when they were JDJF. Sut lately I've noticed no signal on 
107.9. So, count this one as off the sir until further notice. 


Uhere is W53AA? As reported in a previous "Sprachman's Corner" they had begun 
testing again. They did this for three or four days in November, only to disappear 
again. Well, they reappeared for one night so far in Januarye Just testing, no 
Programming. I have no further info on this at this time.

I hope that all of you who DX TV on VHF have been getting ready for F2 TV OX. Experts 
say it has been good this winter and will probably be near the best ever in fall, 1989.
